At the firft Queftioning Dr. Sacheverell 
before the Houfe of Commons, the Infolence 
and Fury of che Party was extravagantly 
_ great, the Dofrine preach’d by Sachevere# 
was nothing but Truth, and the whole 
Nation would ftand by it, and the Houfe 
_ dar’d not to go on with it—— Aad indeed 
they aéted in all Company, as if their Party 
was too confiderable in England to be at- 


I: is not often that I have taken upon 


tack’d, even by the Houfe of Commons— 
Bat this firft Heat began too cool, when 
they foand the Hou/e in earneft ; that they 
impeach’d the DoGor, refus'd him Bail, 
and prepar’d their Articles-——— 

As foon as thefe Articles were exhibited, 
and the Do&or had Time given to make his 
Anfwer, the Houfes going on upon other 
Bufinefs———The Gentlemen fpread about 
a new Fiétion of their own, Viz. That che 
Houfe had only made a Blufter, that it was 
a Heat and would cool agaio, that the mo- 
derate Gentlemen of the Church of Eng- 
land hegan to repent falliog upon theChurch 
with fach Fury, that they faw it only gra- 
tify’d the Phanatick:, and encourag’d the 
Enemies of the Church; and that they i 

fe 
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Dre Sacbeverell would fiand by his Princi- 
ples, and the Queftion would become a 
Religious Debate, rather than a Civil, and 
fo we fhould hear no more of it; the Houfe’ 
would a de Thing, and we fhould have 
no Sriat oft. 

E could enlarge on the Reafons, the 
Gentlemen of the Clergy gave for this, 
and whgh they carefully {pread over the 
Countries ; fuch as, That the Charges could 
not be maintain’d, that the Doétrine of 


Non-Refiftance was own’d to be the, Do-.. 


&trine of the Church of England, that the 
* Homilies were full of it, the Bifhops had 
preach’d it, and theic Writings teftify’d 
againft them ; and fome other Things more 
invidious than this. But this is notat pre- 
fent the Enquiry— That thiswas the coms 
mon Report arid the powerful Argument of 
the Party, I appeal to the univerfal Know- 
ledge of All that converfe with the World 
at this time While we were at this 
Pafs, the Fame of Dr. Sacheverell {preads 
over the whole Country, and his Health 
becomes the general Toaft of the Party to 
fuch a Degree.that he, ‘that would not 
pledge it, was to expeét the Wine in his 
Face, perhaps Glafs and all_——. But this 
is the Day of thefe Gentlemens Mortifica- 
tions and when Mr. Dyer in his News 
Letter inform'’d them, that Seymour, Pile, 
and Others were taken up for Drinking the 
Do&or’s Health 5 whether true or falfe was 
not the Matter, but they appear’d very 
much difgufted and dejected at that Part, 
asa Cheque to their former Fury, and-a 
Blow to their whole Party, 

But how, Thunger-firnck-are you now, 
Gentlemen, when you fee the Vote of the. 
Zioufe fora Replication, and that the Com- 
mons arz careful to avoid any Imputation 
of Delay, and. call the Profecution a Mat, 
ter.of Importance —— Really, Gentlemen, 
now you may fee your Folly, and that the 
Houfe of Commons are not aftaid orafham’d 
ta putfue chis Falfe Brother-——- Now you 
wili (ee, they refolve co pulh the Queftion 
to-a fair Decifion, and that chey will All be 
prefent at this Trial of Skil, and the whole’. 
Commons of Britain will profecute it. 

And now, Gentlemen, fhall I take the 


Freedom to tel you a little, what is to be-: 


done at this Trial of Dr. Sacheverel/, that 
you may fee what you have been doing, 
‘and what youare toexpe&®? 


1. Gentlemen, Here the Validity of the 
Revolution wiil be try’d, and the whole 
Body of thePeople of Britain will decermine, 
Whether it was a legal, juft Tranfa&tion, of 
a plain Rebellion againft God and theKing 5 
for if it was againft the Laws of God, upon 
any Pretence whatfoever, to take up Arms 
and refift the Prince, then was the Landing 
of the Priace of Orange, the Riling of the 
Nobility againft King fames, and the 
Queen then Princefs of Denmark, and the 
Prince, the Bifhop of L——, the Duke of 
M»—, and Othets going to joyn them 
at Nottingham, wag retiftiag the Ordinance 
of God, and the worft Sort of Rebellion. 
And this will be try’d at the Lords Bar : 
Dr. Sacheverel! Plaintiff in Behalf of Non. 
Refiftance, the Commons of Britain De- 
fendants in Behalf of the Revolution 2. 
And indeed it is very neceflary, this Mate 
ter fhould come to a Decifion—And that 
the Revolution be either damn’d and ex- 
ploded, that we may all renounce and re- 
pene of it, or be recogniz’d and defended 
frum the Reproaches of this abominable 
Party, and their Lunatick Tongues be 
filenc’d fos the. Future. 

2. Here the prefent Conftitution is to 
be try’d, and the Lords are to give Sen- 
tence upon it, whether Guilty or not 
Guilty 5; whether it be a Ulurpation and. 
Iovafion of the Property of another, (Viz. 
James that would be the ILI.) or whether 
it is buil¢ ppon the juft Foundation of in- 
difputable Right, fupported not by Power 
meerly, but by Law, and that Law proe 
teéted by rightful Force. “If thefe are our 
Foundations, then the Notions of Dr. Sa- 
cbeverell muft receive their Doom, be blafted 
by-the Breath of Parliament, be exploded 
and condemn’d as fabulous and foolifh, and 


we hall receive not a new Foundation, but . 
‘a new and folemn Recognition of the Juft- 


nefs of our Conftitution and Foundation 
from this folemn Occafion, fuch as we 
hope, no Infolence fhail for the future dare 
to impeach. 


3. Here 
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3. Here fhall be try’d and determin’d a 
new Pretence, rais’d before, but reviv'd on 
this Occalion ; Viz. Whether Dr. Sache- 
werell be before his proper Judges in this 
Caf, and whether the Houfe of Peers are 
comp:tent to judge, determine, and pafs 
Sentence upon the Behaviour or Offences 
of ths Clergy; in which Cafe it will ne- 
ceflary follow, that a Title added peculiar 
to the Ghurch of England wil be confirm’ 
or coniuted, (Viz.) That it is, The Church 
eftablifh'd by Law. 


Thefe are weighty Points, and will, I 
prefume, be all try’d and determin’d in this 
reat Tranfadtion ; and indeed fince thefe 
odtrines are of late become the Subjeét 
of fo much Strife and Contention among 
us, it feems neceflary to bring them to an 
Iffue, that thie Strife and Contention may 
end alfoy and that we may no more be 
difputing upon Fundamentals. Either Re- 


fiftance s lawful, or it is not, if itis not,. 


and Dr. Sucheverell can prove it, then he 
muft be acquitted, and our Conftitution 
muft fink; we muft pull down all the Fabric 
of the Revolution, and all that is built up- 
onit; fuch as the trifling Things of the 
Proteftant Succeffion, the Claim of Right, 
the Queen’s Title de Fure, and a hundred 
fuch frivolous Affairs, about which we 
have fo long perplex’d ourfelves 5 for it ic 
evident, all thefe Things are eftablifh'd upon 
the Doétrine of refifting Tyranny, and dif- 
placing Oppreffors And upon this 


antient Prinerpte, that Government Is or- 
dain’d for the Good and Prefervation ot 
the Perfons to be govern’d. 

And really, would the Gentlemen refile& 
upon the juft Neceffity there is to bring 
thefe great Points to a Determination, they 
would never flatter themfelves with the 
vain Suppofition, that the Houfe of Com- 
ort will not go on with the Profecation 
of it. 

I come now tn obferve the noble Di- 
ftinftion, which the Door has given us in 
his Anfwer, and in which he fhews the 
Difference between the A@, Entitled, Ast 
A® for exempting the Diffenters from the 
Penalty of certain Laws, and the ufual ge- 
nerally receiv’d Title given that A&, Viz. 
The A of Toleratiom—— 1 fhall not go fo 
far as to call this Equivocation fe/uitical, 
tho’ if I fhould do fo, it would not refleé 
upon Dr. Sacheverell at alls Mr. Norris ha- 
ving given.us much the fame Qbfervation 
of it before——— But J fhall in my mext at- 
tempt a little to reconcile the feeming 
Difference, and prove, That the 4& for 
exempting the Diffenters from the Penalty. of 
certain Laws, ss really an AG& of Toleration, 
and nothing elfe; and that therefore the 
Diftin@ion of Dr. Sacheverel, or Mr. Norrie 
either, # not jut What Stead the 
Pretence will ftand him in, with Refpe& 
to the Form, J know not; but that there is 
no Specifick Difference at all, will be very

J Argument about the Dearnefs of Books, 
being increas’d ,by the new Bill for prefer- 
ving Property—- Indeed if it were a juft 
Argument, I (ee no more to be argued from 
it, than would be for levelling the Proper- 
ty of our Bftates, Lands, and Sahay 
for certainly Land would be cheaper, i 
everyMan’s Property was levell’d toThieves 
and Robbers. And this is an excellent 
Argument for ovr Pyrate Bookfellers, 


Printers, and Binders, and I wonder they 
do not condefcend to put it into Words at 
yt ame Viz. That they may be allow’d to 
deftroy and level every Mun’s Property, 
that Books may be cheaper, 

But what fhall we fay, if afterall, Books 
fhall not be cheaper by it,but on the contra~ 
ry that Books fhould be much cheaper,when 
Mens Property to their own was fecur’d, 
than they are now they lie expos’d to Py- 
racy and Theft? And this ¥ hall eye 
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ftrate by an Example nof to be contradi&ed, 
I am fure it cannot be confuted in Pra@tice; 

Suppofe an Author has finifh’d fome 
elaborate Work, a Copy, which when 
printed and finifh’d, may make a large 
Folio worth Twenty or five and Twenty 
Ber re f a Book 5 when this comes to be 
printed, whether by Himfelf or by a Book» 
feller, perhaps he prints s00 Copies, or 
thereabouts And fells the Book for 
Twenty Shillings in Quires. 


He dares not print more for Fear of a 
Lofs by Pyracy; Vize That when it is 
publifh’d, a Pyrate Printer, or a Pyrate 
Bookfeller, fhall re-print it upon bim for 
half Value, putting it in a f{maller Chara- 
eter, a lefs Volume, and mean Paper to 
fell it cheap. 

The Smallnefs of the Number makes the 
Book dear of courfe ; for if he could be 
fure that the Copy fhould be his own, and 
that no Man would print ic upon him, ia- 
ftead of 500 Copies, he would print 1500 
or 2000, and chen by Confequence he 
might afferd it at for 145. per Book, better 
than $00 at 20 Ss» asany Man may demon- 
ftrate, that pleafes to calculate the Pro- 
portion. 

Tofay he will not print fo many, but 
hold up the Price, and print but a few, 
is faying nothing 5 becaule his Intereft lies 
in {elling off a Quantity, when cho’ the 
Profit is fmaller in the particular, it will 
be larger in the general, and he will get 
more Money by 15c0 at 15 5+ per Book, 
than by 500 at 205. 


Thus ’tis evident, The fecuring the 
Properties of Auchors, or Bookfellers, to 
the Copies they prefent to the Prefs, will 
be a Means to make Books cheaper than 
they are, rather thandearer——And the 
Obdjedtion on that Head feems to admit of 
no further Cavils. 

fam told, the Pyrate Printers are going 
to petition againft this Bill——— I confefs, 
1 know notany Thing to liken that to, but 
to the Thieves in the Common-fide of 
Newgate, petitioning for Leave to rob 
their Neighbours—for Leave to break up 
Foufes, and to go free of the Law 
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And when fuch.a Petition comes to be 
confider’d in the Houje, no doubt, both it 
and the Petitioners thal! have Juftice-—. 
Iam fure, if they were to have Juftice, 
not a Man of them would dare to owa their 
Petition.
